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DETAILED ACTION 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 
The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 8, 9, 12, 14, and 16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

With respect to claims 8, 9, and 14, the applicant has positively recited the combination 
of the table assembly and a ladder. Is the ladder/saswhorses required? Note that the preamble of 
claim 1 is drawn to a ''portable table assembly" and that no ladder or ladder support structures 
have been positively recited or claimed. If the applicant requires the particular of the ladder or 
ladder support structures for the instant invention, then the ladder and/or support structures must 
be claimed as a part of the preamble of claim 1, i.e., "a table assembly and ladder/support 
structures in combination", or something to that effect. Correction is required. 

With respect to claims 12 and 16, the applicant has not properly identified the corrections 
made thereto to comply with the previous rejection thereof in the Final Rejection of 10-21-05. 
The claims are not in proper amendment form. Correction is required. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
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A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 1-17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Nelson 
#2,069,969. Nelson discloses a table platforms 19, 20, securable to ladder sections 10, 1 1, the 
rungs of which are horizontally oriented, the platforms having top support surface 21, front 
supports 30, 31, rear supports (legs) 23, which are pivotally attached to surface 21, 24, having 
slots 26 there through, and pins 27, received within apertures/orifices (unnumbered). 



Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed in the Amendment/RCE of -25-06 have been fully 
considered but they are not persuasive. If the applicant requires a ladder or support structure 
thereof as a part of the invention, then those elements should be clearly set forth as required parts 
of the instant invention. The applicant can appreciate that there are many types of ladders having 
many uses. To rely upon a "basic" ladder, to impart some sort of patentably distinct use or 
structure, when that ladder is not a part of the claimed invention is improper and will not be 
addressed further. The applicant appears to be attempting to claim a system comprised of the 
table units, ladder and ladder support structures, but has failed at that attempt. The applicant 
should also note that many a type of hinged ladders are well known to one of ordinary skill in the 
art to have multiple sections, sections that can be placed in a support horizontal position. The 
ladder of Nelson, though it only has two sections, can still be used with the associate 
tables/platform sections if it had additional sections. Further more, some portions of the ladder 
are horizontally oriented and thus provide a horizontal work surface, irrespective of how the 
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tables/platform sections are attached to the ladder. There is no positive recitation or a claim 
requirement of a specific type of connection between the ladder and table, when the claims ate 
drawn to only the table assembly/device. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claim 18 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and 
any intervening claims.
